CHICAGO, March 15.—(AP)— 
Three major meat packers turned 
down yesterday an offer to arbi- 
trate their wage dispute with the 
United Packinghouse Workers 
«CIO) who have called a coun- 
try-wide strike for 12:01 a.m. to- 
morrow. 

The arbitration proposal was sent 
to Swift & Company, the Cudahy 
Packing Company and Armour & 
Company but Swift and Cudahy 
quickly rejected. They said they 
were standing pat on their offer of 
a nine-cent-an-hour wage increase. 

The union, originally demanding 
ag 29-ent-an-hour increase for its 


00.000 members, said it would call 


off the strike if the companies 
would accept arbitration of the 20- 
cent difference. 


NO ARMOUR REPLY 

Armour has not replied to the 
proposal but the union said it 
would arbitrate with that company 
alone if it accepted. 

Ralph Helstein, union president, 
said the offer will be kept open 
until midnight tonight, one minute 
before the strike is scheduled to 
start. The proposal, he added, 
provides that the companies agree 
to immediate payment of their 
nine-cent offer retroactive to Jan. 
12. 

In turning down arbitration, 
Swift said it considers the nine 
cents a “fair wage increase,” and 
added it recently had come to 
terms with the Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workmen of 
North America (AFL) on that 
basis, The company said about 40 
per cent of its employes are mem- 
bers of the AFL union,

Both th Jewish Agency and the 
Arab Higher Committee for Pales- 
tine were asked in writing to an- 
swer by tomorrow “vhether they 
would enter into a cease-fire pact. 

The big powers also decided to 
call on the six Arab countries in 
the United Nations to agree to co- 
operate in effecting the truce.

Edmonton was entitled 
to two games at home in the event

RESULT NOT DECISIVE

_WABABSSES SEER’ 
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Get the Auditorium Facts 


Before the people of Edmonton can 
vote intelligently on any bylaw to author- 
ize the construction of a civic auditorium 
there are certain specific facts of which 
they must be sure. 

The special meeting of the city council, 
to be held in the USO building Tuesday 
night, at which the public is invited to be 
present, should elicit those facts concretely 
and definitely. 

Here are the points upon which the 
public should be informed and upon which 
they should make their wishes plainly 
known; 

1. For exactly what purposes will the 
projected auditorium be used? How will the 
use of it be divided among the many bodies 
that will wish to employ it? Who will have 
the deciding voice in allotting its use? Who 
will operate it? 

2. Is the projected auditorium to be the 


first unit of a larger civic centre or is it to 
be constructed apart and alone? 

3. Exactly when should it be built? 

4. How much should it cost? 

5. Where will it be located? 

6. What size will it be? How many 
people will it accommodate? 

There should be positive and accurate 
replies given to every one of these ques- 
tions because it was uncertainty upon most 
of these points that caused the rejection of 
the auditerium bylaw last November. 

Edmonton needs an auditorium, There 
is public unanimity on that point. 

But no new bylaw will ever pass if it 
is presented as vaguely as the last one. 

Interested Edmonton citizens will facil- 
itate the erection of the kind of auditorium 
they want by attending the meeting Tues- 
day night in substantial numbers. 


Let Chinese Wives Come In 


The appeal to Ottawa that the wives of 
Chinese residents of Canada should be per- 
mitted to enter this country, whether their 
husbands are citizens or not, should be 
granted because decency and humanity 
commend it. 

The Committee for the Repeal of the 
Chinese Immigration Act, which makes the 
request, points out that order-in-council 
P.C. 2115, under which wives are banned, 
discriminates against the Chinese and is 
therefore “contrary to Canada’s obliga- 
tions under the United Nations assembly.” 

It is an unfortunate reference, not 
worthy of the cause it pretends to support. 
For no matter what the United Nations 
say, Canada will choose her own popula- 
tion, Canada’s immigration policy will be 
formulated at Ottawa, not at Lake Suc- 
cess. 

But this unhappy argument does not 
weaken the right of Chinese wives to be ad- 
mitted. 

Indeed, the appeal is supported by facts 
much more vital and fundamental than any 


nebulous obligation under the United Na- 
tions assembly. 

In the first place, the Chinese popula- 
tion of Canada is not considerable enough 
to cause any social or economic disruptions 
by the admission of Chinese wives, That 
Chinese population has dwindled rapidly 
since 1931 when it reached the figure of 
46,519. In 1941 it had fallen to 34,627. 

But the pertinent point is that immi- 
grants of any race are infinitely more 
likely to become useful citizens when they 
are accompanied by their wives than if 
they are forced to live alone. 

There is more likelihood of dangerous 
miscegenation if settlers of other races 
are not permitted their own mates. There 
is more likelihood of sex and other crimes. 

Chinese immigration can always be re- 
duced or controlled. Meanwhile the wives 
of Chinese residents in Canada should be 
permitted to enter Canada, not because 
the United Nations assembly says so, but 
because it is cruel and inhuman to keep 
them out. 


Better Use for the Money 


It is amazing that the Edmonton 
school board should even consider adopt- 
tng the principle of free books for students 
in all grades until they have some definite 
idea of the cost. 

So far all ideas in this regard are com- 
pletely nebulous. 

Free books are already supplied up to 
and including grade nine. Up until last 
year only students up to grade eight got 
their books for nothing. 

It is known that the inclusion of grade 
nine in the free plan cost approximately 
$10,000. Since books become more expen- 
sive in the ascending scale of scholarship, 
it is a reasonable assumption that the in- 
clusion of grades ten, eleven and twelve 
might cost up to $50,000 a year. 

There is no doubt that the plan to sup- 
ply free books to all grades is a fine hu- 
manitarian gesture so far as indigent fam- 
ilies are concerned. Some provision un- 
doubtedly should be made to give free 
books, in some unobtrusive way, to child- 
ren whose parents find it financially dif- 
ficult to supply them. 


Courtesy the First 


A number of complaints have been 
made to the city police by persons who 
have been splashed with mud by careless 
motorists. 

Being splashed by mud is unpleasant, 
but it is not a major calamity. What is a 
major calamity is the state of mind behind 
the splashing. 

For courtesy is the first rule of traffic 
safety. Every regulation, every rule, every 
law devised to control traffic efficiently 
would be almost unnecessary if motorists 
and pedestrians alike practised a courteous

But to give free books to every stu- 
dent in every grade is a preposterous pro- 
posal because so much better uses can be 
found for the money. For instance, it 
would be a much more profitable invest- 
ment in education to apply some of that 
money to the increase of teacher’s salar- 
les, 

The average salary paid school teach- 
ers in Alberta is $2,000 a year. A bricklayer 
working 40 hours a week, makes $3640 a 
year. A carpenter makes $2,600 a year. A 
plasterer makes $3,369.60 a year. These 
are the scales in Edmonton. 

Now carpenters, bricklayers and plas- 
terers are skilled workers, But it cannot be 
said that their training, either in length 
of time or expense, approximates that of 
schoo] teachers most of whom, today, re- 


‘quire an academic degree and sometimes 


two academic degrees to be able to teach. 

If money is available to buy free books 
for every school child, that money, or at 
least some of it, should be used to bring 
teachers’ salaries into line with the import- 
ance of their work. 


Rule

Postal Delivery 


Editor, Bulletin —My attention 
has been drawn to an editorial 
appearing in The Bulletin on Sat- 
urday, February 28th, on the 
question of providing letter car- 
rier delivery in that area of Ed- 
monton known as the Grierson 
Estate. 

It is evident from the remarks 
that there is a misunderstanding 
of the situation, and I should like 
to take the opportunity to explain 
the department's position in the 
matter. 

In the first place, mail is not re- 
turned to the sender from the 
sub post office if not called for 
every day. The normal regula- 
tions apply, that is, mail is held 
for fifteen days unless there is a 
specific direction from the sender 
that it is to be returned if not 
delivered within a stated period. 

The location of the area is, of 
course, between 123rd and 125th 
avenues rather than 23rd and 25th 
avenues. 

It is the department's duty to 
keep the cost of letter carrier de- 
livery service within reasonable 
bounds, and experience has 
shown that when delivery is 
granted to sections where proper 
walking conditions are not main- 
tained the carriers are slowed 
down in making their rounds, 
frequently to such an extent that 
they are required to work over 
the regulation forty-four hours 
per week, The department must 
then provide additional help with 
a consequent increase in the cost 
of the service 

The department's information 
regarding the Grierson Estate is 
that although the avenues are 
gravelled the houses all face on 
streets intersecting the avenues, 
and that these streets are for the 
most part not gravelled, It may 
perhaps seem at first glance that 
the department is insisting upon 
trifles and that as the area is 
not large the absence of gravel- 
ling could not greatly affect the 
cost of letter carrier delivery in 
Edmonton as a whole. What must 
be remembered is that the post 
office is operating a nation-wide 
service and we could not justify 
treating parts of Edmonton more 
favorably than similar sections of 
other communities. The granting 
of delivery to the Grierson Estate 
would, therefore, create a prece- 
dent which would affect a large 
number of similar sections 
throughout the country and would

Tt has always been the depart- 
ment’s policy to operate the pos- 
tal service without cost to the tax- 
payer, that is, to keep the 
amounts expended on the service

We enjoy at the moment a 
credit balance ir this regard, but 
postal revenues are governed to 
a considerable extent by existing 
business conditions and hence are. 
subject to fluctuation, whereas 
expenditures, particularly for sal- 
aries, are more or less static and 
eannot be conveniently reduced 
to keep them in line with lowered 
revenue. 

I trust you will understand 
from the foregoing that the de- 
partment’'s stand with regard to 
the Grierson Estate is not simply 
bureaucratic insistence upon 
rigid requirements, but is rather 
based on policy formulated over 
Many years of experience and 
designed to operate the postal 
service efficiently and economic- 
ally in the public interest.

The story given by one of our 
home grown so-called experts 
that the trees would have to come 
down to protect our women from 
being attacked after dark is, of 
course, far-fetched, and can be 
best answered by the little 
woman who stated it was not so, 
but if any one believed that, then 
the answer was give us lights on 
our streets, The same gentleman 
at a previous meeting also stated 
that he had to have work for his 
men and hence the present policy 
should go on. He apparently is

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Murder May Even 
Become a Hobby 


It I have been looking more 
intently into the blank, anony- 
mous faces of the passers-by, if 
I have felt a nameless, macabre 
curiosity about complete stran- 
gers, if I have awakened in the 
night with dark thoughis on 
clammy basements—blame it on 
The Detective. 

One night last week The De- 
tective and I sat over dinner. 
The talk had turned to violent 
death, We had been recalling 
a lovely bath-tub axe murder 
when The Detective smiled in- 
trospectively and introduced me 
to a new kind of terror. 

“Been a homicide man now for 
over 30 years,” he said. “Murder, 
manslaughter, suicide—it’s all 
routine. Like adding figures in a 
book. Nothing more. Stil I 
have an obsession about capital 
crime.” 

“An obsession?” I prodded. 

“Yes,” The Detective said 
thoughtfully. “T crave to know 
the true statistics. I want to 
know how many murderers are 
walking about as free men—and 
what they did with the bodies. I 
want the honest figures on lethal 
violence.”

“Not a bit of it,” The Detective 
said, “I could successfully handle 
a round dozen murders, myself 
Murders without a trace. And 
never repeat myself in technique 
Either in the act or in disposing 
of the remains: Ever hear of the 
Missing Persons Bureau?” 

“Certainly.” 

“Lists as long as your arm. 
Where are those people? Sure, 
most of them have strayed or run 
away, But how many lie bludge- 
oned in some lonely woods? Or 


weighted at the bottom of a 
river? Or ashes in a furnace- 
grate?” 


“Why do you have these sus- 
picions?” I asked. 

“Because I've seen so many 
‘natural’ deaths that were strongly 
suspicious,” The Detective said. 
“Most people dont realize the

I've 
seen too many cases that were 
border-line, Where a reasonable 
doubt, as the courts put it, stop- 
ped us from going ahead on a 
case.” 

“But surely the coroner's in- 
vestigations .. .” I began. 

The Detective interrupted, “You 
must remember that a man js in- 
nocent until proven guilty. An@ 
hard proof can be mighty tenuous 
Any clever man or woman can 
plan a murder that will seem te 
be accidental death. Look at the 
apparent suicides . . . the Jumps 
off the end of boats, the gas turn- 
ed on, the leaps from tall build- 
ings. And the murderer ie the 
only witness.” 

“You sound as # you dont 
trust any death from satura! 
causes,” 

I am suspicious of every one of 
them,” The Detective agreed 
readily. “Even the so-called heart 
attack is perfectly easy to bring 
about by a methodical use of cer- 
t '. poisons over a long period.” 


And Motive 

I ordered another eup of coffee 
and tried to think of some weak- 
ness in this shadowy and deprese- 
ing field of thought. 

“One weakness in your argu- 
ment,” I said, “is that so few 
people have a motive for mur- 
der.” 

“Nonsense,” The Detective said. 
“Let's look at them. Financially, 
there’s the insurance and _ in- 
heritance aspects. Emotionally, 
there’s jealousy, hatred, euthan- 
asia. I believe there is a little 
murder in the best of us. Espe- 
cially in a post-war period when 
killing may seem relatively less 
important and when a _ good 
many neuroses are in full flower. 
Why, murder may even be a 
hobby.” 

“You mean we may have some 
Bluebeards in our midst?” 
“Why not? Why not? Maybe 
your neighbor is one. Maybe that 
man across the way. You see, 
we presume there is innocence 
behind an innocent face. We are 
unwilling to think evil of our 
fellow men. And I speak as an 
expert.” 

“An expert, perhaps,” I agreed, 
“but not as a humanitarian. For 
myself, I’m convinced that there 
is a decency in people that res- 
cues them from the most trying 
situations. I’m not prepared to 
believe that planned, cold-blood- 
ed murder is worth considering 
seriously.” 

“Then you are a humanitarian 
who hasn't a real knowledge ef 
the intricacies ef the human 
mind.” 

“Perhaps,” I said. 

“For example,” The Detective 
said, “You wouldn’t think I had 
committed a murder, would you! 
If I told you that I had murdered 
a man and put his powdered 
bones in a lead box at the bot 
tom of the inlet you would think 
I was joking.” 

“Yes,” I said, looking him is 
the eye, 

“And I am,” The Detective 
said, “but you don’t know it.”

It's hard to believe it possible 
that there could be such a clash 
of interests between two sections 
of a tight little isle like the land 
of silver lakes and the shamrock, 
But the bitterness of the differ- 
ences has been recorded in blood 
many times through the genera- 
tions. 

The chief difficulty has been 
religious. Northern Ireland—or 
“Ulster”, as the old-timers like to 
call it—is preponderantly pro- 
testant while Eire is largely 
Catholic.

His Word to His Dead Father 


Jan Masaryk committed suicide. 
I know why. He killed himself 
to keep his word of honor to his 
dead father. And he killed him- 
self as the one certain way to 
call the attention of the whole 
world to the

warning to all 
men everywhere

In the spring of 1945 I was in 
London, and had a conversation 
with Jan in the offices of the 
Czechoslovak embassy. That very 
day the American delegates who 
were starting to present their 
credentials to the provisional 
Czechoslovak government in 
Kosisce had been ordered to 
postpone their visit. The order 
had come, not from the Czecho-

this confidentially, saying rather 
bitterly, “we begin our liberation 
in a strange way. Apparenily 
our affairs are to be ordered by 
our Russian allies.”

“My God, he didn't even have 
any tact or sympathy about it

Masaryk's bitterness over Mun- 
ich led him initially to be very 
pro-Russian, But before the war 
was over, he was om to the Czech 
Communists. Actually, he was 
half a prisoner of the wretched 
Gottwald, whose agents watched 
him constantly. Many of his old 
friends, like myself, came to know 
that it was embarrassing to him, 
perhaps even dangerous; to as- 
sociate with persons known to be 
outspokenly amgry over Russian 
aggrandizements, Rarely and 
with very old friends, he blew off. 

“I feel like a swine,” he said, 
once. “I am a stinking coward.” 

But Masaryk was not a coward, 
he was a man pilloried on the 
horns of an insoluble dilemma. 
Dr. Eduard Benes and he stood 
between the Czech republic and 
what has now happened. No 
Russian could claim that either 
had been anything but absolutely 
loyal to the Russian ally. Both 
had leaned over backward to ap- 
pease Russia, Both had never, in 
public, uttered a word that could 
give the Soviets any ground for 
overturning the Czechoslovak 
State, 


Sense of Justice 

But the sense of justice was 
ineradicable in this most unfortu-

I did not join his attackers. 1 
could, I thought, discern in his

cepting the fait accompli was e 
mordant hit at the Soviet Union. 

During the last week, the men 
who fought for Czechoslovakia, 
companions of Masaryk since 
childhood, teachers, judges, jour- 
nalists, and old confidants of his 
father, have been thrown into jail 
or ticketed for slave labor, Every- 
thing that Thomas Garrigue Mas- 
aryk, founder of the republic, 
cherished as the necessary foun- 
dations for a civilized state—law, 
justice, and, above all, the free 
mind and unintimidated spirit— 
were crushed. Men who had 
fought for the nation and suffered 
years in concentration camps were 
being purged, and collaborators, 
informers and spies—some of 
them men who had earlier served 
the Germans—were being elevat- 
ed to office. 

Then Papa and Mama stood at 
their son's side, saying, in his 
mind, “Johnny, no do.” (It wae 
too late, then, to do more thas 
what Jan Masaryk did.) But ip 
his death he cries to us: Stop 
these scoundrels before your fate
